The amount of 
claims against the estate, including expenses of administra- 
tion is $701 83. 

It is understood that his share of this, is available for his 
support from the time of his mother’s death. — 

As arrangements are now completed at the County Farm 
for the support and proper care of the insane, his removal from 
the Asylum at Concord to this institution, where he may be 
supported at considerable less expense, seems advisable.

DIVISION 1. 


Spring term taught by Miss Lizzie S. Titcomb, a teacher 
too well known by citizens of the district to need any com- 
ments from us farther than those given in our former reports. 
There were 23 scholars present at the close of the Spring 
term—14 girls and nine boys. All recitations were ren- 
dered in a prompt and confident tone. The average of the 
term was two less than the full number registered. Order, 


progress, and the general appearance of the school were all- 


that could be desired. Much to our surprise and regret she 
tendered her resignation to accept a more permanent posi- 
tion. A much respected teacher. 

The fall term was commenced by Miss Melissa J. Young, a 
competant teacher of large experience, exact in method an‘ 
discipline and thorough in recitation who voluntarily resigned 
her position at the end of five weeks. After three days vaca- 
tion, the school was continued by Miss Ida M. Slack of 
North Abington, Mass. Through the remainder of the fall 
term of six weeks and the winter term of thirteen weeks 
her duties were performed in an easy able manner, gaining 
at once the respect of her pupils, who were neat and orderly, 
prompt in recitation and obedience, showing that the good 
home and school training of the past was not lost sight of 
through the change of teachers. Miss Slack proved herself 
worthy of success; good progress was made by the school 
and all are entitled to credit. The teacher remarks that 
parents, pupils and citizens are entitled and have her most 
sincere thanks for the pleasant house that sHe has spent in 
and out of the school room during her connection with this 
school. ‘Twenty-seven visitors were present at the close of 
the winter term.

Her’school of nine at the last visit of 
the Board showed good and thorough training in every reci- 
tation. The schoolroom, though not modern in every re- 
spect, was neat, scholars quiet and orderly. The teacher 
retaining that same interest and parental regard for all, 
both large and small, has reason to be proud of her little 
group, as they are justly of their teacher. With reference to 
former reports we have nothing to retract, but congratulate 
those interested in this school in having so devoted a teacher 
acceptable to all. Four were neither absent or tardy for a 
term. 


DIVISION 3. 


The services of Miss F. B. Smith who has had charge of 
this school most of the time for the last four years were re- 
tained. Although the progress of many in this school has 
been much retarded for two years by sickness, good and well 
advanced classes of from three to twelve scholars each, can 
be found in this as any other in the district; in reading, 
geography, grammar. arithmetic, both written and mental, 
with algebra, all having received their share of attention. 
A good and friendly feeling seemingly existed between teacher 
and scholar, and the deportment as reported by the teacher 
is excellent. Whole number of scholars registered is forty- 
eight ; one half of which form the primary classes, requiring 
much more time than larger pupils. All connected with the 
school should be thankful to have so faithful and untiring a 
teacher for so long atime. <A school well cared for. 
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DIVISION 4. 


The spying term was taught by Miss Etta EK. Hatch of 
Exeter, coming highly recommended by her former commit- 
tees, she proved herself a live enthusiastic teacher, a good 
disciplinarian, she usef@-her best endeavors to awaken her 
scholars to sense of duty that they might show 4+mamedrate im- 
provement and tone due scholars of their age and advantages. 
A great change was wrought in her school. Good improve- 
ment was made in all branches taught. There were fifteen 
scholars present at the end of the term and the same num- 
ber of visitors who with myself were highly pleased with 
the oral exercises, dialogues, promptness and general appear- 
ance of the school. An energetic teacher. 

The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Lillian F. 
Perkins of Exeter. With a full determination to cultivate 
and improve the interest engrafted by her predecessor, she 
proved herself a good and efficient teacher, and the thirteen 
present at the close of the winter term acquitted themselves 
in a satisfactory manner. The teacher evidently tried her 
best to stimulate, emulate and lead her school to success. 
The average being two less than the whole number registered. 
At the close, the teacher was made the recipient of a hand- 
some present by her pupils, presented by Mistress Amanda 
L. Berry in an appropiate little speech to which the 
teacher feelingly responded. The teacher remarks that 
thanks are due parents for co-operation, and scholars for 
diligence, obedience and punctual attendance. Punctuality 
and improvement go hand in hand. ‘ 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In the survey of our schools, the present and past year, 
we have little to condemn and much to approve, sickness 
being unavoidable which has made a sad havoe in our for- 
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mer record for punctual attendance and roll of honor, giving 
our register a spotting seldom if ever before witnessed. 
They have been supplied with a lively corps of teachers ; 


former satisfactory ones have been retained when possible 


todo so. The tidal wave of matrimony proved too fatal to 
those of the Spring term of Divisions 1 and 4 for us to again 
secure their services. Parents and teachers have taken a 
great interest in the welfare and good deportment of their 
children, and pupils who, in return, have been studious, 
diligent, respectful and obedient. Many in the primary 
classes are not sufficiently matured in age to come within the 
average of scholars, and apply themselves to study without 
restraint. 

When we recognize that the home training opens the 
heart, forms the habits, awakens the intellect, and moulds 
the character either for good or for evil, its effect upon the 
school will become more apparent, and the teacher less cen- 
sured for not making the weak strong, the crooked straight, 
the rude polite, and the persistently ignorant willingly wise. 
Let each bear his own burden in such a manner that when 
called to that bourn from which no traveler returns, that the 
true and loyal will unite in saying, ‘‘The world is no worse 
for our having lived in it.”’ 

In conclusion, we feel under the greatest obligation for 
the courteous treatment we have received during our term 
of service from all alike; parents, teachers, pupils, citizens, 
and friends. May you all live to enjoy the fruit of your 
labor, to see the indulgent father’s pride, the fond and de- 
yoted mother’s joy grown wise and discreet, good council- 
ors, ranking among the first in our land.
